It Is no longer an effective nor an engaging arm of the service. 


But the nationale of the day's doings rendered with good sense and 
in good faith, by a self-respecting, conscientious writer, will always 


command attention, and be worth its space; and, as this Is done with 
power or charm .It will rank in drawing and selling quality with the 
news features. Success may be attained without it; but .not distinc- 


tion and influence. 


In a Word, I do not think the newspaper should consider itself 


as a public prosecutor; rather the personal representative, friend 
and neighbor of good men and good women, pouring in upon the com- 


munity the sunshine of Heaven, not kindling and stirring the fires of 
Hell; its aim and end, first, last and all the time, to enlighten"and to 
ibrlghten, to radiate and to warm, not to embitter, to beat and to daz- 


zle.
